Reagan  still  optimistic; 
economists  skeptical 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Un¬ 
swayed  by  the  recession  that  upset 
his  glowing  forecasts  of  a  year  ago, 
President  Reagan  says  he  still  ex¬ 
pects  robust  economic  recovery  — 
just  one  year  later  than  planned.  But 
after  one  year  of  “Reaganomics,”  pri¬ 
vate  economists  are  as  skeptical  as 
ever. 

Reagan’s  budget  for  fiscal  year 
1983,  released  this  weekend,  calls  for 
the  biggest  federal  deficits  in  history 
during  the  same  three  years  in  which 
he  now  predicts  the  nation  will  climb 
out  of  recession  and  head  into  a  strong 
recovery. 

At  this  time  last  year,  Reagan  said 
overall  U.S.  economic  growth  would 
be  slight  in  1981  but  would  bounce 
back  at  a  healthy  4.2  percent  rate  in 
1982  after  adjusting  for  inflation. 

Now,  Reagan  says  growth  this 


year,  will  be  much  less  —  just  two- 
tenths  of  1  percent.  But  once  again, 
they  are  saying  wait  till  next  year, 
when  they  predict  economic  growth 
will  be  5.2  percent. 

Reagan  was  right  last  year  on  infla¬ 
tion.  It  even  declined  faster  than  he 
had  predicted  in  1981,  and  most 
analysts  a  gree  that  it  will  keep  falling 
this  year. 

But  last  year,  the  president  and  his 
advisers  said  interest  rates  and  un¬ 
employment  also  would  be  coming 
down.  For  the  most  part,  they  in¬ 
creased  instead. 

Reagan’s  new  forecast  says  the  job¬ 
less  rate  this  year  will  be  the  highest 
in  40  years,  averaging  an  8.9  percent. 
But  it  says  once  again  that  interest 
rates  will  decline  this  year  and  will 
keep  falling  in  1983  as  unemployment 
also  drops. 


Private  economists  tend  to  agree 
that  the  president’s  plan  —  coupled 
with  continued  tight  control  of  the 
money  supply  by  the  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  Board  —  make  strong  recovery 
only  possible  rather  than  probable 
and  make  the  lasting  recovery 
Reagan  promises  not  very  likely. 

In  fact,  they  say,  the  nation  could 
be  thrown  into  a  new  recession  by  this 
time  next  year  if  things  go  really 
wrong. 

“It  all  depends  on  interest  rates,” 
said  Michael  K.  Evans,  president  of 
Evans  Economics  in  Washington. 

High  interest  rates,  a  major  cause 
of  the  current  recession,  have  been 
widely  laid  to  the  Fed’s  restrictrive 
control  of  the  nation’s  money  supply 
—  a  policy  backed  at  least  in  name  by 
the  Reagan  administration.

Pat  Holland  first  met  the  popular  athlete,  Jeff 
Holland,  at  Dixie  High  School  in  St.  George.

Six  years  later,  in  the  St.  George  Temple,  Mrs. 
Holland’s  prediction  came  to  pass,  and  although 
she  said  she  did  not  know  her  “tiger”  would  be¬ 
come  president  of  the  largest  private  university 
in  the  country,  she  knew  he  had  the  potential  to 
succeed. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Holland  fell  asleep 
on  her  husband-to-be  during  their  first  date,  the 
two  became  high  school  sweethearts.  “Our  first 
date  wasn’t  very  funny  or  romantic.  I  just  went 
to  sleep,  and  I  was  surprised  he  ever  asked  me 
out  again,”  Mrs.  Holland  said  almost  apologeti¬ 
cally. 

“But,  every  date  we  had  from  then  on  was  so 
much  fun;  every  experience  was  so  funny.  I  think 
that’s  why  I  fell  in  love  with  Jeff  —  he  is  very 
creative,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Holland  said  they  had  thought  about  mar¬ 
rying  after  her  high  school  graduation  but  de¬ 
cided  he  needed  to  fulfill  a  mission. 

“And  so  while  Jeff  was  in  England  serving  the 
church,  I  stayed  home,  and  I  always  say  I  faith¬ 
fully  waited,”  Mrs.  Holland  said. 

“Really,  the  first  year  I  did  not  date  at  all, 
though  Jeff  kids  me  about  the  rather  ‘busy’ 
second  year  I  had.  Throughout  his  entire  mis¬ 
sion,  however,  we  wrote  faithfully  oncea  week,” 
she  said.  “Duringthis  time  I  really  knew  that  Jeff 
was  the  one  and  only.” 

While  Holland  was  in  England,  Mrs.  Holland, 
who  is  a  talented  musician,  worked  to  perfect  her 
talent  in  voice  and  piano.  It  was  her  desire,  she 
said,  to  study  music  in  New  York.  When  Holland 
arrived  home  from  his  mission,  her  bags  were 
packed  for  the  East. 

“The  exposure  to  music  I  received  in  New 
York  was  very  valuable,  but  I  didn’t  stay  there 
long,”  Mrs.  Holland  said,  “Jeff  and  I  were  writ¬ 
ing  frantically,  and  well,  he  was  just  more  con¬ 
vincing,  and  I  was  a  willing  target.” 

Mrs.  Holland  did  return  home,  and  on  the  day 
of  the  Dixie  Spring  Prom,  Holland  proposed.  “I 
expected  to  receive  a  diamond  the  night  of  the 
prom.  It  just  seemed  to  be  very  romantic,  but 
Jeff  always  did  the  unexpected  and  our  engage¬ 
ment  was  no  exception,”  she  said. 

At  noon,  Holland  called  Mrs.  Holland  to  ask 


her  for  a  game  of  tennis.  “And  so,”  she  said,  “off 
we  went  in  our  cut-off  blue  jeans  and  tennis 
shoes.” 

“After  the  game  we  stopped  at  the  town  Dairy 
Queen  for  an  ice  cream  cone,  and  there  on  the 
peak  of  my  ice  cream  sat  my  diamond.  I  was  so 
excited  that  I  dropped  the  cone,  splatting  ice 
cream  all  over  the  two  of  us,”  she  said. 

“That  is  a  good  example  of  how  the  remaining 
years  have  gone  for  us,”  Mrs.  Holland  said.  “We 
are  always  experiencing  the  unexpected.” 

Slight  verification  of  this  was  the  unexpected 
rainstorm  that  rolled  in  the  night  of  the  garden 
wedding  reception.  “Although  it  did  stop  raining 
for  the  reception,  the  road  in  front  of  my  parents’ 
new  home  had  not  been  paved,  and  there  was 
mud  everywhere.  Oh,  it  did  cause  a  mess,”  Mrs. 
Holland  said. 

Rain  or  no  rain,  Mrs.  Holland  said  the  day  she 
married  Holland  was  the  best  thing  that  ever 
happened  to  her.  “Not  a  day  goes  by  that  I  do  not 
reflect  on  the  significance  this  marriage  has  had 
on  my  life.  Jeff  is  so  right,  he  is  my  life.  When  the 
scriptures  say  becoming  one  flesh,  that  has  liter¬ 
ally  been  fulfilled  in  my  marriage,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Holland  said  she  feels  part  of  the  success 
they  have  experienced  with  their  marriage  has 
resulted  because  they  have  so  much  in  common. 
She  said  her  mother  used  to  really  worry  about 
her  and  Holland  because  they  thought  too  much 
alike. 

“We  have  everything  in  common,”  Mrs.  Hol¬ 
land  said.  “We  always  win  those  dating  games  or 
‘How  Well  Do  You  Know  Your  Mate.’  We  just 
enjoy  the  same  music,  recreation,  ideas  and 
aspirations.  Of  course,  now  our  greatest  hobby 
we  have  in  common  is  our  children.” 

The  Hollands  are  the  parents  of  three  children: 
Matt,  15;  Mary  Alice,  12;  and  David  (Duffy),  8. 

When  asked  to  give  suggestions  to  couples  who 
might  be  dating  now,  Mrs.  Holland  said  her  ma¬ 
jor  piece  of  advice  would  be  to  prayerfully  follow 
one’s  own  course  in  life  and  be  guided  by  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

She  also  cautioned  young  people  to  date  first  as 
friends  and  then  nurture  the  relationship  if  some¬ 
thing  is  there. 

“I  will  never  forget  the  first  time  Jeff  kissed 
me.  My  mother  caught  us  in  the  act.  However, 
Jeff,  being  the  fast  thinker  he  is,  told  her  we  were 
only  exchanging  gum,”  Mrs.  Holland  said.

Jim  McMahon,  BYU’s  1980-81  All-American 
quarterback,  who  set  55  NCAA  passing  and  total 
offense  records,  has  officially  withdrawn  from 
school,  said  Erlend  Peterson,  university  registrar. 

Garth  Hall,  an  assistant  football  coach  and  the 
team’s  academic  adviser,  said  he  recommended 
that  McMahon,  a  senior  from  Roy,  Utah,  majoring 
in  public  relations,  withdraw  because  he  would  be 
out  of  town  too  often  to  attend  his  classes  this 
semester. 

L.  Carl  Severe,  McMahon’s  temporary  business 
adviser,  said  the  football  player  is  just  postponing 
his  graduation. 

“Basically,  what  it  boils  down  to  is  he  had  a  week 
at  the  Hula  Bowl,  a  week  at  the  Senior  Bowl,  try¬ 
outs  in  Tampa  Bay,  tryouts  in  Dallas,  tryouts  in 
Detroit,  an  award  in  Fort  Worth,  an  award  in  Col¬ 
umbus,  an  award  in  Miami  and  is  preparing  for  his 
wedding,”  he  said.  “This  semester  he  would  have 
missed  a  minimum  of  six,  maybe  as  many  as  eight 
weeks.  He  just  couldn’t  have  gotten  through  this 
semester  and  still  done  his  education  any  justice.” 

Severe  said  McMahon  is  just  postponing  his  gra¬ 
duation,  as  he  needs  only  about  eight  units  to 
graduate. 


“Jim  decided  the  kind  of  job  schedule  he  would 
have  in  the  NFL  lends  itself  to  going  to  school  this 
same  semester  a  year  from  now,”  he  said. 

McMahon  may  take  one  class  this  semester  or 
take  some  correspondence  courses  over  the  next 
year  to  work  on  completing  his  degree,  Severe  said. 

He  said  McMahon  had  a  very  difficult  time  with 
school  fall  semester  because  of  his  numerous  trips. 

“It  was  a  very  difficult  semester  for  him,”  Severe 
said.  “That’s  why  he  chose  not  to  take  a  full  sche¬ 
dule  this  semester.  He  had  to  take  a  couple  of 
incompletes,  which  he  is  working  on  making  up 
now.” 

McMahon  was  registered  for  seven  credits  this 
semester. 

Hall  said  McMahon’s  decision  to  withdraw  had 
nothing  to  do  with  his  grades  last  semester.  He 
said,  however,  he  does  not  know  how  McMahon  did 
in  school  last  semester. 

Severe  said  that  McMahon  will  have  a  busy  sche¬ 
dule  until  the  April  27-28  draft  is  completed. 

“Jim  has  a  good  chance  of  being  one  of  the  top 
two,  three  or  four  players  taken  in  the  draft,”  he 
said.  “All  indications  show  he  will  be  one  of  the  top 
choices,  which  would  probably  make  him  the  high¬ 
est  draftee  in  the  history  of  BYU.” 

McMahon  was  in  San  Carlos,  Calif.,  visiting  his 
fiancee’s  family  and  was  not  available  for  comment.

Haig  leads  Western  protest 


WASHINGTON  —  The  government  has  been 
sending  pension  checks  to  hundreds  of  dead 
bureaucrats,  including  one  who  died  16  years 
ago,  a  spokesman  for  the  federal  personnel  agen¬ 
cy  says. 

Patrick  Korten  of  the  Office  of  Personnel  Man¬ 
agement  said  checks  continued  to  be  sent  to  re¬ 
tirees  that  the  agency  did  not  know  had  died.  The 
confirmation  came  after  Rep.  Les  Aspin,  D-Wis, 
Criticized  the  payments  to  what  he  termed  “the 
grateful  dead.” 

Korten  said  the  government  began  matching 
lists  of  retirees  and  deaths  several  years  ago  but 
didn’t  tell  the  results  until  Aspin’s  criticism. 


Russian  tanks  still  toughest 


WASHINGTON  —  Defense  Secretary  Caspar 
Weinberger  said  Sunday  the  new  M-l  tank,  the 
most  costly  ever  built  by  the  United  States,  may 
disappoint  U.S.  hopes  that  it  would  be  better 
than  Russian  tanks  it  might  face  in  combat. 

The  58-ton  M-l,  first  all-new  U.S.  tank  in  ab¬ 
out  20  years,  has  been  counted  on  to  offset  by 
quality  a  four-to-one  Soviet  advantage  in  num¬ 
bers. 

Only  last  month,  the  Army  began  issuing  M-l 
tanks  to  U.S.  combat  troops  in  West  Germany. 

“The  qualitative  advantage  we  had  hoped  to 
achieve  by  fielding  the  M-l  tank  may  be  offset  by 
continuing  improvements  in  current  Soviet  tanks 


MADRID,  SPAIN  —  U.S.  Secretary  of  State 
Alexander  M.  Haig  Jr.  headed  for  Madrid  on 
Sunday  to  lead  a  major  Western  condemnation  of 
repression  in  Poland  and  blame  the  Soviet  Union 
for  fostering  the  military  crackdown. 

Haig  was  scheduled  to  deliver  a  major  address 
Tuesday  at  the  35-nation  European  Security 
Conference  denouncing  the  violation  of  human 
rights  on  Poland  and  charging  the  Soviets  with 
complicity  in  breaking  the  1975  Helsinki  accords 
guaranteeing  human  rights  and  respect  for 
national  sovereignty  in  Europe. 

More  than  a  dozen  foreign  ministers  from 
NATO  and  common  market  nations  were  ex¬ 
pected  to  join  Haig  in  the  drive  to  arouse  global 
indignation  over  events  in  Poland. 

It  was  understood  the  United  State  might  lead 
a  walkout  of  its  allies  from  the  meeting  later  in 
the  week  to  show  allied  disapproval  of  the  Dec. 
13,  1981  imposition  of  martial  law  in  Poland.

Michigan  site 
studied  for 


atomic  dump 


LANSING,  Mich.  (AP)  —  Federal  authorities 
are  studying  the  western  Upper  Peninsula  of 
Michigan  to  see  if  its  underground  granite  forma¬ 
tions  are  suitable  for  the  storage  of  nuclear  wastes, 
the  Detroit  Free  Press  reported  Sunday. 

The  research,  which  began  about  two  weeks  ago, 
is  being  conducted  for  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Energy  by  the  Argonne  National  Laboratory  near 
Chicago,  said  Bob  Wunderlich  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  a 
regional  director  for  the  department. 

The  effort  includes  study  of  geological  and  en¬ 
vironmental  records  plus  interviews  with  college 
professors  and  mining,  drilling  and  government 
officials,  Wunderlich  said. 

One  aide  to  Gov.  William  G.  Milliken  said  Michi¬ 
gan  is  among  17  states  under  consideration. 

“I  don’t  think  it’s  very  likely  at  all  Michigan  will 
wind  up  as  a  site,”  said  William  Rustem,  the  gov¬ 
ernor’s  environmental  adviser^ 

The  governor’s  nuclear  energy  adviser,  William 
Taylor,  said  he  believes  the  peninsula’s  isolation 
and  severe  winters  may  disqualify  it  as  a  potential 
nuclear  dumping  ground. 

“They  may  find  the  granite  formations  suitable  in 
terms  of  geology,  but  I  think  it’s  unsuitable  in 
terms  of  geography,”  Taylor  says.

Allowing  union:  'mistake' 


WARSAW,  Poland  (AP)  —  A  top  Communist  Party  official 
said  the  1980  strike-ending  accords  recognizing  the  Solidarity 
union  were  a  mistake,  the  newspaper  Zycie  Warszawy  reported 
Sunday. 

Another  official  said  Sunday  that  tough  curbs  on  union  activity 
aren’t  likely  to  be  lifted  this  year. 


Some  observers  said  the  newspaper  comments  by  party  official 
Wladyslaw  Loranc,  chief  of  the  state-run  radio  and  television, 
appeared  to  be  the  first  time  the  entire  process  of  reaching 
accords  with  the  strikers  in  August  1980  was  being  seen  as  a 
mistake. 

Party  leaders  have  said  since  the  Dec.  13  military  crackdown 
that  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  thorough  analysis  of  the  so-called 
Gdansk  accords,  named  after  the  Baltic  port  city  where  the 
government-strikers  negotiations  took  place.  Government  lead¬ 
ers  have  at  the  same  time  said  there  would  be  a  role  for  unions  in 
Poland  after  calm  was  restored. 


Loranc  was  quoted  as  saying  that  the  agreements,  which  laun¬ 
ched  Solidarity  as  the  first  labor  federation  in  the  Soviet  bloc  free 
of  party  control,  were  a  “false  start.” 

The  government-controlled  paper  quoted  him  as  saying  the 
agreements  had  only  “local  meaning.” 

“The  agreements .  .  .  were  not  based  on  careful  political  analy¬ 
sis,”  the  article  quoted  Loranc  as  saying.  “They  had  local  mean- 
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ing  and  served  however  as  a  system  norm  which  made  it  easier 
for  .  .  .  anti-socialist  forces  to  gain  massive  support  in  the  com¬ 
munity  of  working  people.” 

Loranc  said  the  “mistake”  in  official  thinking  on  the  accords 
became  clear  with  the  registration  of  Solidarity  in  November 
1980,  and  its  subsequent  emergence  as  an  organized  opposition 
force. 

On  Nov.  10, 1980,  Poland’s  Supreme  Court  overturned  a  lower 
court’s  ruling  that  the  union’s  charter  must  declare  the  Commun¬ 
ist  Party’s  preeminence  in  this  Soviet-bloc  country. 

The  union  had  threatened  a  nationwide  strike  by  its  9.5  million 
members  if  the  high  court  ruled  against  it. 

Solidarity  leader  Lech  Walesa,  now  detained  by  the  martial 
law  regime,  had  originally  foreseen  a  loose  federation  of  indepen¬ 
dent,  local  groups  allied  primarily  for  consultation. 

But  others  argued  that  small  unions  would  not  be  able  to  resist 
government  pressure,  so  it  was  decided  to  organize  one  nation¬ 
wide  labor  federation. 

Solidarity  was  suspended  when  martial  law  was  declared, 
most  of  its  national  leadership  was  arrested  and  strikes  were 
outlawed  under  the  threat  of  capital  punishment. 

The  minister  for  economic  reform,  Wladyslaw  Baka,  said  in  an 
interview  with  The  Associated  Press  this  weekend  that  “it  is 
unimaginable  that  the  strike  ban  will  be  lifted  this  year  or  the 
next.”

The  three  free-throw  points  of  Greg  Ballif  and  Roberts  made 
the  win  over  CSU  a  secure  one. 

What  are  BYU’s  goals  for  its  1982  basketball  future? 

According  to  Arnold,  the  Cougars  will  take  the  remaining 
eight  games  one  at  a  time. 

“The  kids  requested  that  we  don’t  even  discuss  the  end  of  the 
season  or  the  WAC  championship.  Our  goal  tonight  was  for  a 
one-game  winning  streak,  and  we  did  it,”  he  said.

During  his  childhood,  he  was  influenced  by  the 
love  and  warmth  of  his  parents,  he  said.  Mangione’e 
album,  “Bellavia,”  is  dedicated  to  his  parents. 

Throughout  high  school,  Mangione  continued  to 
j  study  trumpet  and  music  theory.  He  and  his 
brother,  Gap,  formed  a  quintet  known  as  the  “Jazz 
Brothers”  in  1958.  The  group  stayed  together  for 
six  years  and  in  that  time  recorded  three  albums, 
“The  Jazz  Brothers,”  “Hey  Baby!”  and  “Spring 
Fever.”  In  1962  Mangione  made  his  own  album, 
called  “Recuerdo.” 

From  1958  to  1963,  Mangione  attended  the  East¬ 
man  School  of  Music  and  received  a  bachelor’s  de¬ 
gree  in  music,  after  majoring  in  music  education.  It 
was  there  Mangione  first  began  playing  the 
flugelhom,  which  has  since  become  his  trademark 
ip  jazz  music. 

After  graduating  from  college,  Mangione  taught 
elementary  school  music  for  one  year  in  Rochester. 
In  1965,  Mangione  moved  to  New  York  City  and 
played  with  the  bands  of  Maynard  Ferguson  and 
Kai  Winding.  After  two  years  of  playing  in  quintets 
and  sextets,  Mangione  returned  to  teaching  at  the 
Hochstein  Elementary  School  of  Music  to  build  up  a 


Ballet  creates  masterpiece

As  a  painter  with  brush  in  hand  creates  a  master¬ 
piece,  so  painted' the  Oakland  Ballet,  with  skilled 
movements  and  artistic  choreography,  a  master¬ 
piece  Saturday  night  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall 
for  a  full  house. 

The  performance  was  one  of  perfection,  involv¬ 
ing  a  wide  variety  of  dance.  From  the  classical  style 
of  “Gallops  and  Kisses”  to  the  modern  technique  of 
“Bolero,”  each  number  could  be  termed  flawless. 

The  first  dance,  “Gallops  and  Kisses,”  was  per¬ 
formed  as  its  title  suggests  —  with  the  excitement 
of  a  gallop  and  the  gentleness  of  a  kiss.  The  dance 
was  one  of  simple  beauty,  with  skillful  leaps  per¬ 
formed  so  gracefully  by  the  men,  their  difficulty 
remained  secret. 

Colors  of  blue  and  turquoise  with  a  sprig  of  red 
gave  the  dance  a  feeling  of  airiness  and  child-like 


fun. 


Light-hearted  accents,  such  as  a  swooning  bal¬ 
lerina,  made  the  number  fim-as  well  as  a  serious 
work  of  art.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  dancers  added  to 
the  frolic-like  atmosphere  of  the  piece. 

“Billy  the  Kid,”  highlight  of  the  ballet’s  perform¬ 
ance,  swayed  from  the  peaceful  atmosphere  of  the 
fir?t  number  to  a  dramatic  interpretation  of  the 
pioneering  of  the  West.  In  the  setting  of  a  dry 
[Western .desert,  the  dancers  portray  early 
pioneers,  some  as  dance-hall  girls  or,  wild  cowboys 
and  others  aS  tillers  of  the  earth,  all  pushing  for¬ 
ward  — all  occasionally  faltering  and  turning  back, 
but  inevitably  moving  forward. 

The  number  combined  a  western  feeling  with 
basic  ballet  movements,  straying  from  the  refine¬ 
ment  of  traditional  ballet.  Dancers  used  no  props, 
but  instead  portrayed  underbrush  with  their 
hands,  and  body  movement  and  sound  to  portray 
horses. 

Billy,  played  by  Lance  James,  is  said  to  have 
killed  one  man  for  each  of  his  21  years.  Yet,  the 
dancers,  who  presented  in  the  beginning  scene  the 
cruel  death  of  Billy’s  mother,  make  it  difficult  for 
the  audience  to  hate  him.  Even  his  costume  of  black 
and  white  provides  a  feeling  that  Billy  is  not  totally 
bad. 

A  beautiful  dance,  “Trois  Gymnopedies,”  whs 
performed  by  Shirlee  Reevie,  Jennifer  Yourtg  and 
Ron  Thiele.  Dressed  in  white  leotards  against  a 
blue  backdrop,  the  dance  was  a  prime  complement 
to  the  company’s  skill.  Because  of  the  simpleness  of 
the  costume,  the  graceful  execution  of  the  motions 
could  be  appreciated.  A  feeling  of  crisp  relaxation 
seemed  to  be  carried  by  the  dancers. 

In  a  rehersal-hall  atmosphere,  dancers  demons¬ 
trated  their  tremendous  talent  and  individuality  in 
“Bolero,”  the  concluding  number.  Each  dancer  per¬ 
formed  small  numbers  that  reflected  his  or  her 
unique  style  and  personality.

HOLLYWOOD  (AP)  —  Actress 
Sue  Carol  Ladd,  wife  of  the  late  actor 
Alan  Ladd,  has  died  of  complications 
from  a  heart  attack  she  had  suffered 
two  weeks  ago,  a  family  spokes-, 
woman  said. 

Mrs.  Ladd  died  Thursday  at  UCLA 
Medical  Center  at  the  age  of  72. 

Since  her  husband’s  death  in  1963, 
she  had  been  running  several  family 
enterprises  in  Palm  Springs,  includ¬ 
ing  a  gift  store,  an  inn  and  an  interior 
decorating  business. 

She  had  been  selected  for  one  of 
this  year’s  Hollywood  Walk  of  Fame 
awards^  with  her  star  to  be  placed  in 
the  sidewalk  on  Hollywood  Boule¬ 
vard. 

Mrs.  Ladd  was  born  as  Evelyn 
Lederer  in  Chicago.  She  appeared  in 
many  motion  pictures  from  1927  to 
1935,  under  the  name  Sue  Carol. 

She  was  the  inspiration  for  the  Vic¬ 
tor  Young  song,  “Sweet  Sue,”  and

jazz  education  program. 

He  set  up  all-city  and  all-country  school  jazz  en¬ 
sembles  and  improvisational  courses.  He  then  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  as  a  faculty 
member  and  director  of  the  Eastman  Jazz  En¬ 
semble. 

In  1969,  Mangione  hired  50  musicians  and  pre¬ 
sented  a  concert  called  “Kaleidoscope.”  Mangione 
arranged  and  wrote  the  music  for  the  orchestra. 
Because  of  this  concert,  the  Philharmonic  Orches¬ 
tra  invited  him  to  guest-conduct  the  Philharmonic 
in  a  concert  of  Mangione  music.  The  May  9,  1970, 
concert,  called  “Friends  and  Love,”  sold  out  at  the 
Eastman  Theater.  The  show  was  videotaped  and 
aired  nationally. 

After  the  concert,  Mangione  said  he  was  asto¬ 
nished  by  the  high  quality  of  the  four-track  tape 
recording  that  was  made  with  the  videotape.  With 
borrowed  money,  he  paid  the  orchestra  and  inde¬ 
pendently  released  a  two-record  set.  The  album 
brought  about  a  major  record  contract  and  a  1971 
Grammy  nomination  for  best  instrumental  com¬ 
position  for  “Hill  Where  The  Lord  Hides.” 

The  years  1970  to  1976  were  overflowing  with 
Grammy  nominations,  successful  recordings  and 
concert  appearances. 

1978  through  1979  was  a  milestone  time  for  Man¬ 
gione,  as  he  was  referred  to  in  music  trade  maga¬ 
zines  as,  The  Jazz  Artist  of  the  Year,  Instrumental¬ 
ist  of  the  Year,  Most  Promising  Instrumentalist, 
Top  Fusion  Artist,  Top  Producer,  Top  In¬ 
strumentalist,  Outstanding  Jazz  Artist  and  Inter¬ 
national  Jazz  Award  Winner. 

The  demand  for  Mangione’s  music  has  him  tour¬ 
ing  worldwide,  including  Europe,  Japan,  Australia 
and  South  America,  and  throughout  the  United 
States.  Mangione’s  seventh  A&M  album,  “Fun  and 
Games,”  contains  music  commissioned  by  ABC 
Sports  for  the  1980  Winter  Olympics  at  Lake  Pla¬ 
cid.  For  his  music  in  the  1980  Winter  Olympic 
Games,  including  his  original  theme,  “Give  It  All 
You  Got,”  Mangione  won  his  first  Emmy  in  the 
category  Music  Composition-Direction. 

Mangione’s  last  appearance  at  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter  was  in  November  1976.

The  'sweetheartless' 


Editor’s  note:  At  Tuesday’s  Devotional  assembly,  B YU  Pres¬ 
ident  Jeffrey  R.  Holland  warned  students  against  the  subtle 
temptations  Satan  uses  to  draw  away  the  elite  and  spoke  about 
the  amount  of  sexual  transgression  on  campus,  the  need  for 
spiritual  patience  and  concern  with  worldly  wealth  —  which 
may  be  responsible  for  Utah’s  becoming  a  testing  ground  for 
rip-off  schemes  in  the  form  of  quick  and  easy  investment  ven- 


The  Daily  Universe  did  not  have  space  to  print  as  much  of  the 
address  as  it  would  have  liked  in  its  Wednesday  report  of  the 
speech.  Consequently,  major  portions  of  the  speech  are  printed 
here: 

When  Christ  was  tempted  by  Satan  on  the  pinnacle  of 
the  temple,  a  dialogue  commenced.  Holland  likened  this 
dialogue  to  temptations  BYU  students  encounter  with 
Satan  each  day. 

“Because  I  believe  such  dialogues  are  entertained  day 
after  day,  hour  after  hour,  right  here  on  the  Brigham 
Young  University  campus  —  Happy  Valley,  USA  —  and 
because  for  us,  like  Christ,  these  temptations  are  far  more 
tantalizing  in  their  nature  than  the  more  hostile  versions 
pursued  by  barbarians,  let  me  comment  briefly  on  the 
three. 

“  ‘If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  command  that  these  stones 
be  made  bread.’ 

“Whatever  else  Satan  may  do,  he  will  certainly  appeal 
to  our  appetites.  Far  better  to  play  on  natural,  acknow¬ 
ledged  needs  than, struggle  to  plant  in  us  artificial  ones. 
Here  Jesus  experiences  the  real  and  very  understandable 
hunger  for  food  by  which  He  must  sustain  His  mortal  life. 
We  would  not  deny  anyone  this  relief,  certainly  we  would 
not  deny  the  Son  of  Man.  Israel  had  its  manna  in  the 
wilderness.  This  is  Israel’s  God.  He  has  fasted  for  forty 
nights.  Why  not  eat?  He  seems  ready  to  break  His  fast,  or 
surely  must  soon.  Why  not  simply  turn  the  stones  to 
bread  and  eat? 

“The  temptation  is  not  in  the  eating.  He  has  eaten 
before,  He  will  soon  eat  again,  He  must  eat  for  the  rest  of 
His  mortal  life.  The  temptation,  at  least  the  part  I  wish  to 
focus  on,  is  to  do  it  this  way,  to  get  His  bread  —  His 
physical  satisfaction,  relief  for  His  human  appetite  —  the 
easy  way,  by  abuse  of  power  and  without  a  willingness  to 
wait  for  the  right  time  and  the  right  way.  It  is  the  tempta¬ 
tion  to  be  thq  convenient  Messiah.  Why  do  things  the  hard 
way?  Why  walk  to  the  shop  —  or  bakery?  Why  travel  all 
the  way  home?  Why  deny  yourself  satisfaction  when  with 
ever  such  a  slight  compromise  you  might  enjoy  this  much- 
needed  nourishment?  But  Christ  will  not  ask  selfishly  for 
unearned  bread.  He  will  postpone  gratification,  inde¬ 
finitely  if  necessary,  rather  than  appease  appetite — even 
ravenous  appetite  —  with  what  is  not  His. 

“There  is  too  much  sexual  transgression  on  this  cam¬ 
pus.  Any  is  too  much  and  we  have  much  too  much.  This 
highest  of  all  physical  gratifications  you  were  designed 
and  created  to  enjoy.  It  is  as  natural  as  it  is  appealing.  It  is 
given  of  God  to  make  us  like  God.  And  Satan  has  certainly 


capitalized  on  a  divinely  ordained  appeal.  But  it _ 

yours  without  price.  Not  instantly.  Not  conveniently.  Not 
with  cozy  corruption  of  eternal  powers.  It  is  to  be  earned, 
over  time  and  with  discipline.  It,  like  every  good  thing,  is 
God’s  right  to  bestow,  not  Satan’s.  When  faced  with  that 
inherent  appetite  a  disciple  of  Christ  must  be  willing  to 
say,  ‘Yes,  but  not  this  way.’  In  time,  with  love,  after 
marriage.  The  right  and  proper  and  sanctified  physical 
relationship  of  a  man  and  a  woman  is  as  much  a  part  — 
indeed  more  a  part  —  of  God’s  plan  for  us  than  is  the 
eating  of  our  daily  bread.  But  there  is  no  convenient 
Messiah.  Salvation  comes  only  through  discipline  and  sac¬ 
rifice.  Listen  to  the  historians  who  wrote  this  after  a 
lifetime  of  studying  the  story  of  civilization: 

“  ‘No  one  man,  however  brilliant  or  well-informed,  can 
come  in  one  lifetime  to  such  fullness  of  understanding  as  to 
safely  judge  and  dismiss  the  customs  or  institutions  of  his 
society,  for  these  are  the  wisdom  of  generations  after 
centuries  of  experiment  in  the  laboratory  of  history.  A 
youth  boiling  with  hormones  will  wonder  why  he  should 
not  give  full  freedom  to  his  sexual  desires;  and  if  he  is 
unchecked  by  custom,  morals,  or  laws,  he  may  ruin  his  life 
before  he  matures  sufficiently  to  understand  that  sex  is  a 
river  of  fire  that  must  be  banked  and  cooled  by  a  hundred 
restraints  if  it  is  not  to  consume  in  chaos  both  the  indi¬ 
vidual  and  the  group.’ 

“I  plead  with  you  not  to  yield  to  what  one  has  called  the 
‘glandular  stench’  of  our  times.  In  your  hours  of  tempta¬ 
tion  and  vulnerability  I  ask  you  not,  in  your  case,  to  turn 
stone  into  bread  with  that  fire  that  has  gone  unbanked  and 
uncooled.  Those  loaves  will  be  millstones  —  bogus  bread 
—  weighted  with  heartache  and  despair  and  pain. 

“Care  more.  It  is  too  easy  today  with  the  movies  you, 
can  see  and  the  magazines  you  can  read.  It  is  all  tragically, 
painfully,  cunningly  convenient.  In  our  time  the  only  res¬ 
traint  left  is  self-restraint.  I  ask  you  to  say  of  this  highest, 
most  intimate,  most  sacred  physical  expression,  ‘Yes,  but 
not  this  way.’  I  ask  you  to  be  inconvenienced  until  you’ve 
earned  the  right  and  paid  the  divine  price  to  know  the 
body  and  the  soul  of  the  one  you  love.  Excuse  me  for 
speaking  boldly  but  this  must  be  said.  Perhaps  another 
time  we  can  say  even  more. 

“  ‘If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself  down  from  the 
pinnacle  of  this  temple.’ 

“The  temptation  here  is  even  more  subtle  than  the  first. 
It  is  a  temptation  of  the  spirit,  of  a  private  hunger  more 
real  than  the  need  for  bread.  Would  God  save  Him?  Would 
He?  Is  Jesus  to  have  a  divine  companionship  in  this  awe¬ 
some  ministry  He  now  begins?  He  knows  that  among  the 
children  of  men  only  suffering,  denunciation,  betrayal  and 
rejection  lie  ahead.  But  what  about  heaven?  How  alone 
does  a  Messiah  have  to  be?  Perhaps  before  venturing 
forth  He  ought  to  get  final  reassurance.  And  shouldn’t 
Satan  be  silenced  with  his  insidious  ‘If,  if,  if?’ 

“Why  not  get  spiritual  confirmation,  a  loyal  congrega¬ 
tion  and  answer  this  imp  who  heckles  —  all  with  one 
appeal  to  God’s  power?  Right  now.  The  easy  way.  Off  the 
temple  spire. 


Video  machines 
catch  'memories'

Videocassette  players  may  be  something  of  a 
novelty  at  present,  but  industry  forecasts  indicate 
that  in  the  foreseeable  future  such  adjuncts  to  the 
television  set  may  be  almost  as  common  as  the  basic 
set  itself. 

The  coming  video  revolution  may  be  closer  than 
we  know.  At  least,  businesses  such  as  videotape 
rental  and  sales  agencies  are  multiplying. 

Now  a  new  development  in  videotape  services 
has  appeared  on  the  scene.  Companies  are  offering 
to  tape  weddings  and  birthday  parties  as  well  as 
individual  messages  to  loved  ones  . 


“But  Jesus  refused  the  temptation  of  the  spirit.  Denial 
and  restraint  there  are  also  part  of  divine  preparation.  He 
will  gain  followers  and  He  will  receive  reassurance.  But 
not  this  way.  Neither  the  converts  nor  the  comfort  He  will 
so  richly  deserve  has  been  earned  yet.  His  ministry  has 
hardly  begun.  The  rewards  will  come  by  and  by.  But  even 
the  Son  of  God  must  wait.  The  Redeemer  who  would 
never  bestow  cheap  grace  on  others  was  not  likely  to  ask 
for  any  Himself. 

“And  so  I  ask  you  to  be  patient  in  things  of  the  spirit. 
Perhaps  you  life  has  been  different  from  mine,  but  I  doubt 
it.  I  have  had  to  struggle  to  know  my  standing  before  God. 
As  a  teenager  I  found  it  hard  to  pray  and  harder  to  fast. 
My  mission  was  not  easy.  I  struggled  as  a  student  only  to 
find  that  I  had  to  struggle  afterwards,  too.  In  this  present 
assignment  I  have  wept  and  ached  for  guidance.  It  seems 
no  worthy  accomplishment  has  ever  come  easily  for  me 
and  maybe  it  won’t  for  you  —  but  I’m  living  long  enought 
to  be  grateful  for  that. 

“It  is  ordained  that  we  come  to  know  our  worth  as  a 
child  of  God  without  something  as  dramatic  as  a  leap  from 
the  pinnacle  of  the  temple.  All  but  a  prophetic  few  must  go 
about  God’s  work  in  very  quiet,  very  unspectacular  ways. 
And  as  you  labor  to  know  Him,  and  to  know  that  He 
knows  you,  as  you  invest  your  time  —  and  inconvenience 
—  in  quiet,  unassuming  service  you  will  indeed  find  that 
‘his  angels  have  charge  concerning  thee,  and  in  their 
hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up.’  It  may  not  come  quickly.  It 
probably  won’t  come  quickly  but  there  is  purpose  in  the 
time  it  takes.  Cherish  your  spiritual  burdens  because  God 
will  converse  with  you  through  them  and  will  use  you  to  do 
His  work  if  you  carry  them  well. 

“So  if  your  prayers  don’t  always  seem  answered,  take 
heart.  One  greater  than  you  .  .  .  cried,  ‘Eli,  Eli,  lama 
sabachthani  —  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken 
me?’  If  for  a  while  the  harder  you  try,  the  harder  it  gets, 
take  heart.  So  it  has  been  with  the  best  people  who  ever 
lived. 

“Now  in  some  frustration  Satan  moves  right  to  the 
point.  If  he  cannot  tempt  physically  and  cannot  tempt 
spiritually,  he  will  simply  make  an  outright  proposition. 
From  a  high  mountain  where  they  might  overlook  the 
kingdoms  of  the  world  and  the  glory  of  them,  Satan  says, 
‘all  these  things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou  will  fall  down  and 
worship  me.’ 

“Satan  makes  up  for  lack  of  subtlety  here  with  the 
grandeur  of  His  offer.  Never  mind  that  these  kingdoms 
are  not  ultimately  his  to  give.  He  simply  asks  of  the  great 
Jehovah,  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  ‘What  is  your  price? 
Cheap  bread  you  resist.  Tawdry  messianic  drama  you 
resist,  but  no  man  can  resist  this  world’s  wealth.  Name 
your  price.’  Satan  is  proceeding  under  his  first  article  of 
faithlessness  —  the  unequivocal  belief  that  you  can  buy 
anything  in  this  world  for  money. 

“J  esus  will  one  day  rule  the  world .  He  will  go vem  every 
principality  and  power  in  it.  He  will  be.  King  of  Kings  and 
Lord  of  Lords.  But  not  this  way.  His  arrival  at  the  throne 
•  of  grace  is  to  lead  through  travail  and  sorrow  and  sacri¬ 
fice.  Some  seven  centuries  earlier  Isaiah  had  prophesied 
of  Him.  ‘He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men;  a  man  of 
sorrows,  and  acquainted  with  grief;  and  we  hid  as  it  were 
our  faces  from  him;  he  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed 
him  not ...  He  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he 
was  bruised  for  our  iniquities  ...  He  was  oppressed,  and 
he  was  afflicted,  yet  he  opened  not  his  mouth;  he  is 
brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  (and)  opened  not  his 
mouth?  (Isaiah  53). 

“Should  earning  our  place  in  the  kingdom  of  God  be  so 
difficult  as  that?  Surely  there  is  an  easier  way?  Can’t  we 
buy  our  way  in?  Every  man  or  woman  does  have  a  price, 
don’t  they?  Sometimes  we  wonder.  I  offer  one  sobering 
fact  about  our  lives  together.  BYU  is  not  here  to  help  you 
make  money.  Any  university  in  this  land  can  do  that.  We 
hope  your  education  brings  income  sufficient  for  your 
needs  but  we  have  no  mission  at  all  if  we  are  simply 
turning  you  out  into  the  best  current  job  market,  whatev¬ 
er  and  wherever  that  may  be.  BYU  has  been  established 
to  extend  to  yah  the  very  glory  of  God,  His  intelligence, 
His  light  and  His  truth.  And  that  light  and  truth,  by 
scriptural  promise,  is  to  forsake  the  evil  one,  your  temp- 
ter.  No,  not  everyone  does  haveu  price.  Some  things  can’t 
be-purchased.  Money  and  fame  and  earthly  glory  are  not* 
6ur  eternal  standard.  Indeed  these  can,  if  we  are  not 
careful,  lead  to  eternal  torment.  Emerson  said  once, 
‘Things  are  in  the  saddle  and  ride  mankind.’ 

“Well,  at  BYU  we  refuse  to  be  ridden.  As  much  as  this 
university  and  this  church  and  you  and  I  as  individuals 
need  the  wherewithal  to  feed  and  clothe  ourselves  and 
further  the  work  of  the  kingdom,  we  do  not  need  to  sell 
our  souls  to  get  Jtjiem.  And  here  again,  we  are  tempted  to 
think  there  is  an  easy  way,  a  fast  buck,  that  in  the  world’s 
goods  and  the  glories  of  men’s  kingdoms,  we  may  ride 
through  reaping,  as  the  very  convenient  Messiah.  But 
why  do  we  think  it  when  it  was  never  so  for  Him?  What  do 
we  do  with  a  stable  for  birthplace  and  a  borrowed  tomb  at 
His  death?  And  in  His  lifetime?  Not  one  single  mention  of 
earthly  possessions.  ‘The  foxes  have  holes  and  the  birds 
.  .  .  have  nests;  but  the  son  of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay 
his  head.’ 

“Forgive  me  if  I  go  on.  Just  three  weeks  ago  I  was 
working  with  President  Elliot  Cameron  on  the  BYU- 
Hawaii  campus  only  to  open  the  Sunday  edition  of  the 
Honolulu  Advertiser  to  read  this  headline:  ‘Mormon  Utah 
Called  A  Test  Market  For  Seams’.  May  I  quote  afew  lines: 

“  ‘Utah’s  large  Mormon  population  has  become  a  prime 
target  for  con  artists  and  swindlers  who  annually  gyp  the 
state’s  residents  out  of  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars.  .  . 

“  ‘Federal  prosecutors  say  the  state  has  gained  a 
national  reputation  as  test  market  for  scams.

“  ‘Mormon  leaders  denounced  the  scheme  in  a  stinging 
editorial  which  asked,  “Why  do  people  take  chances  like 
this?  Why  do  people  gamble?”  One  answer:  “Their  greed 
gland  gets  stuck  ....  In  this  culture,  financial  success  is

“Note  this  from  Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton  in  our  last 
General  conference:  ‘In  today’s  marketplace  —  yes,  in 
your  own  neighborhood,  town,  and  cities  —  scheming, 
deceiving  promoters  are  making  available  to  gullible  pur- 
chasers„all  kinds  of  enticing  offers.  We  are  sorry  to  report 
thousands  within  our  ranks  are  being  duped  by  the  glib 
tongues  of  those  who  offer  and  solicit  in  whispers.  “Once 
"  lifetime  opportunities”  and  ‘‘Just  for  you” 
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approaches.’  (Ensign,  Nov.  1981,  pg.  90) 

“We  can  get  our  share  of  the  earth’s  bounties  but  not 
this  way. 

“As  with  appropriate,  necessary  income,  so  too  with 
studies  at  school  or  any  other  honest  endeavor.  To  the 
king  who  wondered  if  there  weren’t  an  easier  way  to 
learn,  Euclid  said,  ‘Your  Highness,  there  is  no  royal  road 
to  geometry’  —  nor  any  other  aspect  of  Godly  knowledge. 
Plan  right  now  to  work  hard  and  earn  your  achievements. 
Postpone  your  gratification  so  you  don’t  have  to  postpone 
your  graduation.  You  may  feel  school  will  never  end  and 
that  your  bills  will  never  get  paid.  It  will  and  they  will.  To 
work  hard,  and  to  try  earnestly,  and  to  deserve  good 
things  to  happen  is  worth  the  effort  and  worth  the  wait. 
And  they  will  happen,  often  sooner  than  you  think.  But  it 
won’t  be  easy,  and  it  won’t  be  convenient.  An  easy  educa¬ 
tion  is  a  contradiction  in  terms. 

“May  I  close  with  a  story  of  inconvenience,  now  well 
known  to  you.  Two  weeks  ago  Air  Florida’s  flight  90  to 
Tampa,  a  Boeing  737  with  74  passengers  aboard,  began 
rolling  down  the  runway  at  Washington’s  national  air¬ 
port.  Nothing  seemed  very  different  about  this;  hundreds 
of  planes  leave  that  airport  every  day.  But  you  all  know 
what  happened  next.  The  plane  slammed  into  the  14th 
Street  bridge,  smashed  five  cars  and  a  truck,  and  then 
skidded  into  the  ice-clogged  river. 

“To  quote  one  source,  ‘For  a  moment,  there  was  si¬ 
lence,  and  then  pandemonium.  Commuters  watched  hel¬ 
plessly  as  the  plane  quickly  sank.  A  few  passengers  bob¬ 
bed  to  the  surface;  some  clung  numbly  to  pieces  of  debris 
while  others  screamed  desperately  for  help.  Scattered 
across  the  ice  were  pieces  of  green  upholstery,  twisted 
chunks  of  metal,  luggage,  a  tennis  racquet  ,  a  child’s  shoe. 

“  ‘Within  minutes,  sirens  began  to  wail  as  fire  trucks, 
ambulances  and  police  cars  rushed  to  the  scene.  A  U.S. 
Park  Police  helicopter  hovered  overhead  to  pluck  survi¬ 
vors  out  of  the  water.  Six  were  clinging  to  the  plane’s  tail. 
Dangling  a  life  preserver  ring  to  them,  the  helicopter 
began  ferrying  them  to  shore.  One  woman  had  injured  her 
right  arm,  so  the  pilot  lowered  the  (craft)  until  its  skids 
touched  the  water;  his  partner  (then  leaned  out  and) 
scooped  her  up  in  his  arms.  Then  (a  young  woman)  grab¬ 
bed  the  preserver,  but  as  she  was  being  helped  out  of  the 
.  .  .  river  by  a  fellow  passenger  she  lost  her  grip.  A  clerk 
for  the  Congressional  Budget  Office  who  was  watching 
from  the  shore,  plunged  into  the  water  and  dragged  her  to 
land.  But  the  most  notable  act  of  heroism  was  performed 
by  (another)  of  the  passengers,  a  balding  man  in  his  early 
50’s.  Each  time  the  ring  was  lowered,  he  grabbed  it  and 
passed  it  along  to  a  comrade;  when  the  helicopter  finally 
returned  to  pick  him  up,  he  had  disappeared  beneath  the 
ice.’

“  ‘His  selflessness  is  one  reason  the  story  held  national, 
attention;  his  anonymity  another.

For  a  while  he  was  Everyman,  and  thus  proof  (as  if  one 
needed  it)  that  no  man  is  ordinary. 

“  ‘Still,  he  could  never  have  imagined  such  a  capacity  in 
himself.  Only  minutes  before  his  character  was  tested,  he 
was  sitting  among  the  ordinary  passengers,  dutifully 
listening  to  the  stewardess  telling  him  to  fasten  his  seat 
belt  and  saying  something  about  the  “no  smoking”  sign. 
So  our  man  relaxed  with  the  others,  some  of  whom  would 
owe  their  lives  to  him.  Perhaps  he  started  to  read,  or  to 
doze,  or  to  regret  some  harsh  remark  made  in  the  office 
that  morning.  Then  suddenly  he  knew  that  the  trip  would 
not  be  ordinary.  Like  every  other  person  on  that  flight,  he 
was  desperate  to  live,  which  makes  his  final  act  so  stun¬ 
ning. 

jg  “  ‘For  at  some  moment  in  the- water  he  must  have 
realized  that  he  would  not  live  if  he  continued  to  ftand  over 
the  rope  and  ring  others.  He  had  to  know  it,  no  matter 
how  gradual  the  effect  of  the  cold.

“ ‘The  odd  thing  is  that  we  do  not.  .  .  really  believe  that 
the  man  in  the  water  lost  his  fight .  .  .  .  He  could  not,  (like 
nature),  make  ice  storms,  or  freeze  the  water  until  it  froze 
the  blood.  But  he  could  hand  life  over  to  a  stranger,  and 
that  is  a  power  of  nature  too.  The  man  in  the  water  pitted 
himself  against  an  implacable,  impersonal  enemy;  he 
fought  it  with  charity;  and  he  (won).’  (Roger  Rosenblatt, 
Time,  Jan.  25,  1982,  pg.  86) 

“In  this  world  we  are  all,  you  and  I,  the  man  or  the 
woman  in  the  water.  We  often,  like  this  man  .  .  .  must 
‘take  arms  against  a  sea  of  troubles  and,  by  opposing,  end 
them.’  And  sometimes  the  cost  is  very  high.  It  was  for 
Christ,  it  was  for  Joseph  Smith,  it  was  for  this  lone  man 
who  counted  the  cost  there  in  the  Potomac  —  and  paid  it. 
It  is  not  easy  to  go  without  —  without  physical  gratifica¬ 
tions,  or  spiritual  assurances  or  material  possessions  — 
but  sometimes  we  must,  since  there  is  not  guarantee  of 
convenience  written  into  our  Christian  covenant.  We 
must  work  hard  and  do  right,  as  Abraham  Lincoln  said, 
and  sometime  our  chance  will  come.  And  when  we’ve 
tried,  really  tried,  and  waited  for  what  seemed  never  to 
be  ours,  then  ‘the  angels  came  and  ministered  unto  him.’ 
For  that  ministration  in  your  life  I  pray  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  Amen.”
